Chicago, August 4.—1:20 a. m.—Moore 
Bros., promoters of the Diamond Match 
Company and the New York Biscuit Com- 
pany, announced last night that they had 
failed. 

A meeting of prominent financters and 
Chicago bankers was held about midnight 
at the residence of one of them on the 
south side and it was agreed by them to 
close the Chicago stock exchange indefinite- 
ly today at 10 o'clock. 

These gentlemen said it was the only 
course for them to pursue, and that as far 
as they ‘were concerned their stock was 
margined to a figure which would protect 
them. 

The stock exchange will be called to or- 
der at 10 o'clock, when the failure of Moore 
Bros. will be announced. The speculative 
value of the failure will be about $20,000,000.

| GOV. JOHNSTON AND HIS STAFF. | 


Alabamians Who Will Be in the State- 
house Next Year. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 3.—(Special.)-— 
Too much praise cannot be bestowed upon 
Joseph F. Johnston, the wise and brilliant 
commander who has led the democratic 
hosts of Alabama to such a splendid vic- 
tory. As one of the speakers in the cam- 
paign expressed it: 
“Captain Johnston 

man,’’ 

He is possessed of fine ability as a logi- 
cian, a financier, a lawyer, a citizen and, 
as recent developments show, as a politi- 
cian, 

Captain Johnson is a thoroughly  in- 
dependent thinker.

Captain Johnston became a candidate for 
the democratic nomination for governor 
in the spring of 1894. Governor Oates was 
his opponent, and ran as the champion 
of the national administration. The gold- 
bugs waged an unrelentless warfare on 
Johnston; they employed every available 
influence against him, and he was beaten 
by a close majority in the convention. As 
soon as the convention adjourned he of- 
fered his services to Governor Oates and 
worked harder and spent more of his own 
money perhaps to effect Oates’s election 
than did any other man. 

When Governor Oates declined last fall 
to become a candidate for re-election, Cap- 
tain Johnston announced his candidacy. 
made him that if he would 
leave the money question out of the cam- 
paign, he would not be opposed for the 
nomination. This he promptly declined to 
do, and the administration influence placed 
Hon. Richard H. Clarke, congressman from 
the first Alabama district, in the field 
against him. After the bitterest sort of 
a fight in the party, Johnston was nom- 
inated by the state convention, on the 
clearest ringing free silver platform imag- 
inable, the vote being 356 to 148. That he 
has made a gallant and successful standard 
bearer is evident from the returns of to- 
day's election. 

Captain Joseph J. Johnston is a native 
of Lincoln county, North Carolina, having 
been born in that state in 1843. He was 
the son of a North Carolina planter of 
the old school, a man of education, great 
erudition and refined soctal instincts. *Cap- 
tain Johnston left his native state in 1860, 
removing to Alabama, and, with the ex- 
ception of the time in which he was in 


' the army, has continuously resided in this 


State, 

On April 21, 1861, when still not much 
more than a boy, he enlisted in Company

ELECTRIC STORM STARTLES THE CITIZENS 


No Great Damage Reported in the City. 
After Fifteen Minutes, the Moon 
Shone Through the Clouds.

? While the new moon Was shining dimly 


in the east, @ vivid flash of lightning, fol- 
lowed by @ deafening peal of thunder, 
etartled everybody in the city who was 


not asleep and awoke those who had re- 


tired. 
The storm came without a moment’s 


warning. The wind swayed the tall build- 
ings and shook solid structures that for 
years had bid defiance to the elements. 
Awnings fell under the great pressure and 
the tall, skyscraping telephone poles sway- 
ed and bent as if they would snap in two, 

Empty boxes were blown from store doors 
blocks down the é6treets and everything 
that was not nailed down will be found 
missing from its accustomed place this 
morning. 

The rain that followed in fhe wake of 
the wind was like a cloudburst in in- 
tensity. The water poured through the 
window panes and through leaky roofs. 1t 
was blown with fearful force by the high 
wind and hardly a building in tte city 
entirely escaped from the deluge, 

Many doors were blown open by the 
wind; blinds were loosened from their 
hinges and fell to the ground with a clat- 
ter: chinfneys were shaken and bricks 
blown off, and general havoc was played 
in almost every block in the city. 

For fully ten minutes the storm was at 
its height. Then it quickly subsided, and 
the moon and stars shone clearly from 
a cloudless sky. The water which flooded 
the streets and washed the belgian blocks 
white, rushed through the sewers with 
great roaring. In fifteen minutes after 


_ the first flash of lightning all was quiet 
and no indications of any great damage 


sould be seen. 

Along the streets the wind had left its 
imprint. Dry goods boxes that had been 
le*t piled high up at the rear doors of the 
stores were found scattered, signs had been 
hlown from their moorirgs and awnings 
had been ripped and torn from windows 
and doors. 

Lightning Announces the Storm. 

One flash of lightning that rent the 
heavens from east to west and made the 
city as bright as the noonday sun for a 
moment, was the forerunner of the im- 
pending. storm. 

The big bell in the fire headquarters 
sounded out from the electricity on the 
wires and many telephones rang long and 
loud. 

Then came the peal of thunder that 
caused everybody to spring to their feet. 
The peal came without the usual rattle of 
aanouncement—it came suddenly with a 
crash that awoke the sleeping city. 

The firemen were instantly awake and 
ready to make a run through the storm 
if necessary. The policemen were just re- 
turning to the station house to be relieved 
of duty when the storm burst in all its 
fury. Helmets were blown helter-skelter 
in all directions and the army of blue coats 
Was drenched through and through. 

in the railroad yards the employes had 
not time to seek places of shelter and 
Many crawled under car boxes to escape 
the fury of the wind and rain. 

Damage Said To Be Considerable. 

Although no serious damage was report- 
ed in the heart of the city, it is said the 
country villages and the suburbs were the 
greatest sufferers. 

Nearly all of the long distance telephone 
Jines were crippled by the lightning and 
wind and .connection with the outside world 
was difficult at an early hour this morn- 
ing. 


KENTUCKY MALCONTENTS ACT. 


Address Repudiating Democracy and 
the Nominees. 

Louisville, Ky., August 3.—The gold stand- 
ard democratic executive committee has 
issued a long address to the democrats of 
the state, calling on them not to support 
the platform and nominees of the Chicago 
convention. 

The address in part is as follows: 

The Chicago convention openly repudi- 
ated all previous democratic platforms 
and prénciples, and enunciated reckless, 
dangerous and un-American creeds, 
many of which have been traced back 
to populist and greenback conventions, 
Or to the pronunciamentos of populists 
or socialisis. Tt Geciared for what would 
lead to the repudiation of national and 
individual obligations fand credit. It 
formulated a scheme for debasing the 
nation’s money, under which the estab- 
lished standard of values would be re- 
versed, the purchasing power of the 
wages of labor be reduced in half, and 
our nation be set back from its financial 
Place among enlightened people, to a 
monetary fellowship with Mexico, Peru 
and the monometallist nations of Asia. 

A platform with"a candidate that has 
thus sought to be, and has been, received 
into enthusiastic fellowship by the pop- 
ulist St. Louis convention, and who has 
openly declared his determination not 
to support the party, cannot sapriously 
expect to be successful as the platform 
and the candidate of the democratic 
party. 

The address concludes by calling demo- 
erats who are against the Chicago nomi- 
nees and platform to meet in mass meetings 
in their counties on August 15th and select 
delegates to the state convention which 
meets in this city August 20th.

TWO CUBANS ARE EXECUTED. 


Fierce Encounter Between Insurgents 
and Spaniards. 

Havana, August 3—Antonio Pena Lopez 
and Narciso Rodriguez Lopez, respectively 
a lieutenant and a private in the insurgent 
army, were shot today at the Cabanas 
fortress for the crime or rebeliion against 
the Spanish government, and Nunez 
Bravo, the rebel prefect of Santiago de 


| cuba, was executed yesterday at Santo 


Domingo for the same crime. 

A fierce engagement between rebels and 
government troops is reported to have 
taken place in the vicinity of Melones, near 
Manzanillo. The Spanish force consisted of 
only one hundred soldiers, while the in- 
surgents numbered a thousand. The gov- 
ernment troops were deteated and com- 
pelled to retreat. Two Spanish lieutenants 
were killed, and the commander of the 
troops and a large number of his force were 
wounded, The rebel losses were heavy. 

Yellow fever and Smallpox are increasing 
throughout the island, and in certain local- 
ities have become epidemic. The authori- 
ties are adopting measure’ to prevent the 
spread of the disease and to diminish the 
high death rate. .« 


DIED WITH HER FLAG IN HAND. 


Senora Agramonte Killed While Lead- 
ing a Cuban Charge. 

Key West, Fla., August 3.—(Special.)— 
Heading a charge against the Spaniards 
Inez Agramonte, the beautiful wife of the 
Cuban chief of thas tame, was killed on 
July 29th, according to Colonel Joaquin 
Delgado, who reached here yesterday after- 
noon from Cuba. 

The senora was a woman of surpassing 
loveliness who, #ressed as an amazon, has 
been her husband's companion during the 
war for Cuba libre. 

On July 29th Colonel Agramonte’s troops 
were attacked by the Spaniards near San 
Nicolas. Surprised and outnumbered the 
Cubans began to retreat. The Senora Agra- 
monte seized the Cuban flag anS crying to 
the insurgents to follow spurred her horse 
toward the advancing Spaniards. 

When the senora was within twenty 
paces the Spniards fired and she fell from 
her horse pierced by many bullets. Then 
followed a fierce fight over her body. Colo- 
nel Agramonte, almost crazed by his wife’s 
death, fought like a tiger, killing six 
Spaniards with his machete. The Span- 
iards were finally driven off, leaving the 
senora’s body in possession of the insur- 
gents. Her face was unmarfred and wore a 
smile, the Spanish bullets taking effect 
only in her body.

How This Fragrant Product Is Re- 
garded in Switzerland. 

An American traveling in Switzerland 
writes an interesting letter to The Wash- 
ington Pcst telling how cheese is regarded 
by the natives of that little mountain re- 
public. Says the currespondent: 

“The standing of a family is judged ac- 
cording to the age of the cheese it can 
show, and the honor in which a guest is 
held is distinctly evidenced by the age of 
the cheese served to him. There are fam- 
ilies of whom it is said that they yet have 
cheese of the last century in store, which, 
however, is only served on great ccca- 
sions, such ag festivals at the Dirth of a 
first child, wedding and death feasts. 
Whenever a cliild is born a‘cheese named 
after it is expressly prepared and stored 
away. No portion of this, unless the 
child previously dies, ts served until «he 
marriage of its isamesake, when each 
guest must partake ot a small piece of 
each of the cheeses named and _ stored 
away for the groom and tne bridge by their 
respective parents—this in the nature of 
a wvenediction, the remainder of these 
two cheeses is then careiuliy s.iored away, 
not to be touched aguin untu eitner the 
groom Or br.ae dies, wnen it is served to 
those attending tne runeral, and rever- 
ently partaken of in remembrance uf the 
deceased, 

“An important function of cheese in Zer- 
MAtt 1s 1tS service in courtships. It there 
Serves as a substitute tor nowers. The 
man “pops the question’ by presenting his 
sweetheart with a p.ece of cheese, neatly 
put up In a package. The girl, when pro- 
posed te, does not respond py either word 
or flower; if the suitor is accepted, it is 
a bit of cheese, slyly given, that serves 
as the symbol of acceptance. An ¢n- 
gagement is effected as follows: The guit- 
or begs of the girl’s father permission to 
dine with the family on a Sunday. A re- 
fusal is equivalent to an insult, and fre- 
quently entails enmity for life. Hence, 
even if the swain is not acceptable, he 
may be allowed to partake of a Sunday 
dinner with the family. But that cces 
not settle the matter. Will the head of 
the family serve cheese to the suitor? 
That is the all-important question which 
agilates the two young people de- 
sirous of betrothal. The dinner is pro- 
tracted beyond the usual time. The pa- 
ter familias talks about all manner of 
things, but never a mention of cheese. 
The young cduple are getting anxious 
and restless. Unless cheese is served it 
plainly signifies that the suitor is welcome 
as a friend of the family, but not wanted 
as a son-in-law. The suspense continues 
until the mother casts a longing eye upon 
the father. who then slowly rises: but, 
oh joy! beckons the others to keep seated. 
He quietly goes to the quaint old cupboard 
in the corner and brings forth a chunk 
of his oldest cheese and serves a ‘piece 
to each Of the two yung people. This seals, 
as it were, the betrothal; whereupon he 
serves the others. brings forth a bottle 
of his choicest wine. and all drink to the 
health of the newly betrothed. Verily. 
the uses cheese is put to in. this world 
are manifold!’’

GROOM PROVES HIMSELF TO BE TRUE BLUE 


None of the Young Man’s Relatives 
Were Invited-Many Telegrams 
of Congratulation. 


New York, August 3.—Despite the deter- 
mined opposition of his family and in de- 
fiance of the threat of disinheritance, Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., was married to- 
to Miss Grace Wilson. 

Mr, Vanderbilt, Sr., warned the young 
man that if he contracted the marriage 
he would have to depend upon his own 
resources for a livelihood, and he need 
expect no share of the Vanderbilt fortune. 
Thus, the son, by disobeying his father’s 
wishes, threw away his prospects of inherit- 
ing a large portion of the $100,000,000 which 
Mr. Vanderbilt, Sr., is estimated to be 
worth. 

Not a member of the Vanderbilt family 
was invited to the wedding, which was no- 


table for its simplicity. 
the history of the Vanderbilt or Wilson 
families has such a quiet wedding been 
solemnized. 

It was 11:15 o’clock when Mr. Vanderbilt, 
Jr., reached the Wilson home at No. Sil 
Fifth avenue. He was dressed in a black 
frock coat, with light striped trousers. He 
found awaiting him his bride-elect, Mr. 
and Mrs. Orme Wilson, Mr. and Mrs, Rich- 
ard T. Wilson, Mr. R. T. Wilson, Jr., Mr. 
Robert Goelet, Jr., and Mr. Frank Polk, 
of Boston, one of his classmates. 

This comprised the wedding party. 

Shortly before noon the Rev. William H. 
Pott, assistant to Dr. Brown, rector of 
St. Thomas church, entered the house. The 
rear drawing room had been daintily deco- 
rated with a few choice cut flowers early 
in the morning, and at noon everything 
was in readiness for the ceremony, when 
the Rev. Mr. Pott took up a position at 
the eastern end of the room. 

A moment later young Mr. Vanderbilt 
entered the room, accompanied by his 
best man, Mr. Polk. The few guests then 
grouped themselves to the left of the min- 
ister. Soft strains of music from a string 
orcnestra announced the cuming of the 
bride 

Miss Wilson, attended solely by her fath- 
er, walked down the main hall and through 
the center archway leading to the rear 
drawing room. She looked a _ picture of 
beauty in her pure white wedding gown, a 
creation of French art. She wore a veil 
of extreme old English lace, reaching to 
the bottom of her gown, It was fastened 
by a magnificent wreath of diamonds, sur- 
mounted by a bunch of orange blossoms. 


Conventionalities Omitted. 

As soon.as Miss Wilson entered the room 
the groom stepped forward, and, taking 
her by the hand, they both stepped before 
the officiating minister. In five minutes it 
was all over, and Miss Wilson was the 
wife of the son of one of America’s greatest 
millionaires. There were no ushers, and 
many of the conventionalities attending 
such weddings were omitted. After the 
ceremony the small gathering offered their 
congratulations to the young couple. 

No wedding breakfast having been pre- 
pared, Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt retired to 
apartments upstairs and donned their trav- 
eling apparel. 

At 12:35 p. m. the bride and groom, fol- 
lowed by a shower of rice, left the house 
and, entered a coupe waiting at the door. 
The groom looked pale amd worried; the 
bride’s face was radiant with smiles, and 
as the carriage drew away from the door 
she threw kisses to the little group of wed- 
ding guests who thhad assembled to see the 
couple off. 

Where the bride and groom will spend 
their honeymoon was not given out, but 
they were driven to the Grand Central 
station, and, it is understood, will go to 
Saratoga. It is said they have no plans 
for the future. They may go abroad for 
a year, but this has not been decided, nor 
has the place they will make their perma- 
nent home. 

Telegrams of Congratulations. 

Hlardly had the ceremony been finished 
before telegrams of congratulation  be- 
gan arriving. They were principally from 
friends of the Wilson family, but some of 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s chums remembered him.

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Something About America’s Expected 
Visitor. 
From The New York Tribune. 

Before many days have passed the lord 
chief justice of England will be on his way 
to this country, and for the space of a 
month the people of America will have 
the opportunity of comparing the eloquence 
of their own orators with that of the man 
who is celebrated as the most brilliant 
and persuasive member of the legal pro- 
fession of Great Britain. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that he is an Irishman; for 
in no other nationality could be found so 
happy a combination of declamation and 
gesture, of eloquence and acting, of force 
of logic and gracefui triviality. Like his 
fellow countryman, Lord Dufferin, he con- 
veys at first .he impression that he has 
kissed the blarney stone of his native isle, 
and one starts with the determination to 
regard ‘his utterances as a mere clever 
piece of oratory. But when one sees his 
eye resting upon him with a somewhat 
innocent, childlike expression; when one 
hears his silvery voice, the exquisitely 
modulated tones of. which insinuate and 
persuade his auditors of the fervor of 
his convictions; when, above all, one finds 
his words literally trembling with emotion— 
‘‘tears in the voice,’’ as the French say— 
one loses sight of the point where the 
acting ends and the true feeling begins. 

On such a groundwork as this he builds 
up his case, phrase by phrase, argument 
after argument, until by force of reasoning 
of picturesque exposition and profound 
legal knowledge he carries all present with 
him and everything before him: It is only 
when it is all over, when time is found 
for sober reflection. and when the intox- 
ication of the moment has spent its force, 
that one begins to ask whether, after all, 
the great orator really meant all that he 
said, whether his impassioned appeals to 
the heart were not mere stage play; wheth- 
er one ‘thas not permitted one’s self to be 
lured by clever declamation into the tem- 
porary belief that wrong is right and right 
is wrong. It is this reaction which so fre- 
quently ensues in the minds of most of 
his hearers that has proved the only draw- 
back in what has otherwise been the most 
successful career at the English bar. 


A Sturdy Radical. 

Lord Russell comes to this country with 
every recommendation in his favor. Be- 
sides being a shining light of the legal pro- 
fession, he is conspicuous as a sportsman,

| bench was the standing counsel to the Jock- 
ey Club, He is an intimate friend of Mr. 
Gladstone, a strong home ruler, and so 
sturdy a radical that when created lord 
chief justice of the realm he declined to 
accept the hereditary barony offered to 
him, declaring that he was perfectly con- 
tent with the life peerage which-he had 
been compelled to accept as a member of 
the court of appeals; that he was averse 
to the principle of hereditary legislation 
and that if his sQn wished for any title 
he could earn it for himself. He has at 
heart the welfare Of the laboring classes, 


more equal distribution of working people 
in districts where their efforts can attain 
profitable results. 

Lord Russell is an Ulster Catholic, be- 
ing the first member of his creed to hold 
the office of lord chief justice of England 
since the days of the reformation. He 
comes from a specially gifted family. To 
his uncle, the Rev. Father Russell, belongs 
the credit of the conversion of Cardinal 
Newman to the church of Rome; the cardin- 
al in his ‘“‘Apologia’pro Vita Sua,”’ describ- 
ing Dr. Russell as the “dear friend to whom 
under Heaven I am indebted for my con- 
version.”’ Lord Russell's brother, Father 
“Matt” Russell, of the Order of Jesuits, 
is the editor of that lively and popylar pa- 
per known as The Irish Monthly. Father 
‘“Mait” is the very antithesis of the ordi- 
nary conception of the “wily” Jesuit. Sim- 
ple, frank, unselfish, he is never so happy 
—learned and able though he te—as when 
he is devoting himself to his labors as a 
missionary priest among the poor. 

Originally intended for a solicitor, the 
present lord chief justice, like so niany 
other distinguished men in «jreat Dritain, 
began his career as @ reporter for the press 
in the gallery of the house of commons, 
devoting his spare time to reading for 
the bar, to which he was ultimately ad- 
mitted at the close of the fifties, his first 
brief of any importance being that known 
as the celebrated Yelverton case. The Ist- 
ter evidently has left a great impression 
on his mind, for when, on heing appointed 
a justice of the court of appeals, he was 
called upon to select a title, he decided to 
commemorate this Yelverton suit by add- 
ing the name of Killowen, so intimately as- 
sociated with the affair, to his title of Lord 
Russell. 

A Famous Suit. 

The Yelverton suit is one of the most 
sensational and romantic of modern times. 
Lord Avermore, or Major Yelverton, as 
he was then, having been badly wounded 
while serving with. the royal artillery in 
the Crimean war, Was nursed back to 
health and strength by one of Florence 
Nightingale’s most charming assistants, a 
Miss Longworth. It was only natural 
that the major should fall in love with 
his beautiful nurse, Who was a girl of ex- 
cellent fanrily. After the war was over 
they met in Ireland, and one afterngon 
dropped quietly down the Carlingford 
lough to Killowen, where, in the pictures- 
que and ancient little chapel, which is one 
of the features of that place, they were 
married, according to the rites of the 
Roman Catholic church, by one Father 
Moody. They subsequently lived together 
in Scotland, where Major Yelverton, who 
was a Catholic, read aloud the marriage 
service of the Church of Engiand with a 
view to further consolidating the union 
with his Protestant wife. He also intro- 
duced her everywhere in the Scottish capi- 
tal as his wife, but subsequently deserted 
her ut Bordeaux and married a rich widow, 
Mrs. Forbes, the daughter of General Sir 
Charles Atworth. 

Miss Longworth, or the Hon. Mrs. Yel- 
verton, as she styled herself, thereupon 
brought suit in the London courts for the 
restitution of her conjugal righs, young 
Charles Russell figuring as one of her 
counsel and being especially enthusiastic 
about the case. The petition, however, was 
dismissed on the ground that Major Yel- 
verton was an Irishman and that the Lon- 
don court had no jvrisdiction in the mat- 
ter. Thereupon another action was brought 
in the court of common pleas in Dublin, 
where Major Yelverton denied that either 
the ceremony at Killowen or that in Kdin- 
burgh had been of a valid character, and 
asserted in the most cynical manner that 
he had never had the slightest intention of 
really making Miss Longworth his legal 
wife. The Dublin jury, however, found 
that there had been a legal marriage in 
Ireland and a common law marriage in 
Scotland and gave a verdict in favor of 
Mrs. Y€@lverton. When the case was car- 
ried in appeal to the house of lords the 
lord high chancellor and also the famous 
Lord Brougham gave it as their opinion 
that the union of the plaintiff to the de- 
fendant had been valid, and that his mar- 
riage to the Widow Forbes was conse- 
quently of a bigamous character. But the 
majority of the law lords decided against 
Mrs. Yelverton, who therefore became 
once more Miss Longworth. Her sad fate 
created a great impression upon the soft- 
hearted Irishman and that he has never 
forgotten her wrongs is amply shown by 
his including the name of Killowen in his 
title. 

From that time forth there has been 
scarcely a single trial of any importance 
in which Charles Russell has not played 
a prominent part, until three years ago as 
advocate, and since then as judge. Among 
the most notable landmarks of this kind 
may be mentioned the Parnell commission 
of 1888 and 1889; the Colin-Campbell divorce 
cas®?: The great Belt vs. Lawes trial, in 
which all the leading artists of the Royal 
Academy were called to the witness stand: 
the Wyndham lunacy petition, the exposure 
of the card sharper known as Lambri Pa- 
cha; the Behring sea arbitration, and last, 
but by no means least, the Maybrick case, 
Lord Russell, who in those days was noth- 
ing but Sir Charles, coming forward as 
the champion for the innocence of the pris- 
oner, in which to this day he professes to 
believe. 

In conclusion it may be stated that the 
lord chief justice is, next to the lord chan- 
cellor, the highest judicial dignitary of 
the realin, his office dating back to the 
time ‘of King Henry Il. His salary amounts 
to $49,000 a year, and as an emblem of his 
rank he wears on all state occasions that 
mysterious badge of office concerning the 
origin of which so little is known, namely, 
the S. S. Collar.

Douglasville, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)— 
M. J. Bearden, of Crombie’s district, had a 
lively racket with a huge rattlesnake. He 
came upon it unexpectedly and the first 
lick on its head with a heavy stick only 
made it fighting mad. Heavy stones only 
bounced from it like rubber. Finally a well 
directed blow with a rail stunned the rep- 
tile, and he succeeded in killing it. It 
measured nine incheS around, and had 
fifteen rattles and a button.

Governor Makes a Telling Speech 
While Earle Is Given a Re- 
spectful Hearing. 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 3.—(Special.)— 
There will be six campaign meetings this 
week. There are twelve more meetings to 
be held. 

Today the meeting was at Lexington, a 
piace heretofore characterized by stormy 
meetings. The meeting was attended by a 
good natured crowd of about 500 men, all 
in an inquisitive humor. 

Tom Seay, the cross-examiner of former 
meetings, was on hand and made it very 
In fact, 
he was well up on the financial questions 
of the day, and he asked Governor Evans 
some questions. Then Mr. Whitman spoke. 

Mr. Seay was at his best and he and the 
crowd had great sport. 

Governor Evans made a telling speech 
despite the interruptions. 

Judge Earle was given a most respectful 
hearing and made a fine speech on the 
financial situation. 

Duncan hammered home the bond and 
whisky rebate matters and was pretty well 
received. 

Messrs. Mayfield and Robinson, candi- 
dates for superintendent of education, 
warmed up for the first time and the for- 
mer got yretty mad and indulged in some 
pretty expressive remarks. Mr. Robinson 
charged Mr. Mayfield with opposing a re- 
duction of his salary. 

Mr. Mayfield said that any man, ro mvt- 
ter whether it be his opponent, who said 
this, stated that which was untrue, abso- 
lutely untrue and unqualifiedly false. 

“Senator Odell said so,” said Mr. Rob- 
inson. 

“{ don’t care who said so, you or any- 
body else,’’ retorted Mr. Mayfield. 

“We don’t want any of that. We did 
not come here for that. Don’t talk about 
rottenness; go on and makéd your speech,’”’ 
yelled a voice. 

Adjutant General Watts, in the course of 
his speech, said those men who talked 
about the reform movement being a fail- 
ure were either cranks or fools or some- 
thing else.”’ 

*‘Lunatics!’’ came the same voice. 

Later, Mr. Whitman, candidate for gov- 
ernor, characterized Watts as suffering 
from mania potu and spoke of him in other 
disparaging terms. 

Mr. Duncan, candidate for the senate, 
once more pounded away on Governor 
Evans’s connection with the matter of the 
bond commissions and whisky rebates. He 
said Evans was a bounty jumper.

Mixson had denied stating what he was 
quoted as having said. | 

When Judge Earle was introduced some 
one remarked: 

“Judge, your eye has got all right, I 
see.”’ 

Ignoring this reference to his recent fisti- 
cuff with Governor Evans, the judge pro- 
ceeded to make a strong free silver 
speech. 

When Governor Evans spoke he was plied 
with questions from the crowd about free 
silver. 

Mr. Tom Seay tried to force him ta an- 
swer to his satisfaction the question as 
to what was to prevent the money men 
from buying up all the silver in the pro- 
ducing countries if this country has free 
silver, bringing it here and having it 
coined and getting richer thereby. Though 
the governor answered it is was not to 
Mr. Seay’s satisfaction. The next meeting 
is at Winnsboro tomorrow.

Mr. Hanna did not care to be interviewed 
in regard to his conference: with Thomas 
Cc. Platt, Charles W. Hackett and Edward 
Lauterbach, last Saturday. He would only 
say that he had nothing to do with fac- 
tional fights and expected all republicans 
in this state to turn in and de their share 
of the work. He says he will accept ad- 
vice and help from both factions. 


“SOUND MONEY” AND McKINLEY. 


Rhode Island Democrats Meet and De- 
clare for a Tariff. 

Providence, R. I., August 3.—A mecting 
of sound money democrats of Rhode Island 
was held in this’. city today and resulted 
in the issuing of a circular to the demo- 
crats of the state denouncing the Chicago 
platform and candidates and declaring that 
the action of the state central committee 
in ratifying the action of the Chicago con- 
vention was ill-advised and in direct oppo- 
s'tion to the last expressed opinions of the 
democrats of the state. 

A ccmmittee was also appointed to se- 
lect delegates to the Indianapolis confer- 
ence. 

Those present favered the indorsement of 
McKinley on a platform deciaring in favor 
of tariff for revenue only.

BOLTERS’ PLACES ARE FILLED. 


Ben Cable Read Out of the Democratic 
Party Yesterday. 

Chicago, August 3.—Ex-National Commit- 
teeman Ben T. Cable, one of the leaders of 
the bolting’ movement in Illinois, was read 
out of the democratic party this morning 
at the meeting of the state central com- 
mittee. The places of the following mem- 
bers of the committee were filled by new 
men: John P. Hopkins, Ben. T. Cable, W. 
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S. Foreman and R. EB. Spangler, at large, 
and A. A. Goodrich, first district. 

Of these gentlemen Messrs. Hopkins and 
Foreman have already resigned and Mr. 
Spangler handed his resignation to Chair- 
man “‘Hinrichsen this morning before the 
meeting was called to order. Ex-Judge 
Gcodrich, who had been deposed at the 
Peoria convention, was already disposed of, 
so that the committee had practically only 
the case of Ben Cable to handle. 

A. W. Bastian was elected a committee- 
man in his place. The new members ap- 
pointed today were: A. W. Bastian, vice 
Cable; F. W. Havill, vice Foreman; Alex 
J. Jones, vice Goodrich; Carter H. Harri- 
son and A. 8S. Trude, vice Hopkins and 
Spangler. 

Governor Altgeld appeared before 
committee at the morning session, but 
staid only long enough to inform the 
campaign managers, in positive terms, that 
the regular democrats had only to keep 
their grip on the state to make sure of 
Bryan getting its electoral vote. He was 
confident that Illinois was in the hands of 
the democracy on the free silver issue. 

At the afternoon session of the commit- 
tee the campaign assessments for the state 
nominees to pay were fixed and the com- 
mittee adjourned sine die, leaving to the 
executive committee the details of cam- 
paign preparatory work.

| REPUBLICANS DESERT 


Tariff Question Proves Less Interesting 
Than Free Silver, 


BRYAN CLUBS ARE PLENTY 


West Virginians Flocking to Demo- 
cratic Standard—Prominent Men 
Leaving Their Old Party. 


Charleston, W. Va., August 3.—(Special.) 
Since the adjournment of the national dem- 
ocratic convention at Chicago there has 
been a wonderful change of sentiment in 
this part of the state in favor of free sil- 
ver and the democratic party. Or, it 
would be more proper to say, that the 
change of sentiment toward the democratic 
party has begun to manifest itself in @ 
wonderful manner. 

Before the national conventions were held 
there were about as many free silver re- 
publicans as free silver democrats. Since 
the adoption of the gold standard platform 
by the republican convention and the free 
Silver platform by the democratic conven- 
tion there has been a general breaking Up 
of the repuplican party in this section of 
the state. There are a few democratic bank- 
ers and capitalists here who have said 
that they would not vote for Bryan and 
free silver, but the number of these is much 
smaller than it is supposed to be. It is 
quite different with the free silver repub- 
licans, They are coming over to the demo- 
cratic party en masse. 

Bryan and Sewall clubs are being organ- 
ized in nearly all the small places in Kan- 
awha county, and the membership of these 
is generally composed of nearly as many 
free silver republicans as democrats, A 
Bryan and Sewall club was organized at 
St. Albans this week with a membership 
of 210, and seventy-eight of these were free 
silver republicans. About ‘he same time a 
Bryan and Sewall clab was organized at 
Malden with 186 members, sixty-eight of 
whom are free silver republicans. Last eve- 
ning a Bryan and Sewall club was organ- 
ized in the fifth ward of this city. William 
Thayer, one of the proprietors of the 
South Side foundry and machine’ shops, 
and a former republican, was elected pres- 
ident, and W. A. Forsythe, who heretofore 
was always a republican, was elected secre- 
tary. In this club the free silver republi- 
cans outnumber the democrats. A few 
evenings ago Mr. Virgil A. Gates a republi- 
can, made a speech at Pine Grove, near 
this city, and organized a Bryan and Se- 
wall club. He reports that 15 per cent of 
these have been republicans heretofore. 

The trades unions of this city, whose 
members have generally been high protec- 
tionists and voted the republican ticket, 
are now nearly all solid for Bryan and 
Sewall. 

It is about the same with the farming 
element. It is difficult to find a farmer 
who has not signified his intention to vote 
for Bryan and free silver, no matter what 
his former party affiliations have been. 

The defection from the party of McKinley 
and the gold standard is not by any means 
confined to the ordinary voters. Men of 
influence and leadership in the republican 
party are coming over to the Bryan and 
Sewall standard. Among these may be 
mentioned Judge J. H. Brown, a lifelong 
republican, and at one time a candidate for 
congress on the republican ticket in this 
district; Judge J. B. C. Drew, a prominent 
republican leader; Hon. Andrew Hurlew’ 
all influential republicans of this city. Col- 
onel J. .W. Davis, of Greenbrier, another 
prominent leader, and at one time the re- 
publican candidate for congress in that dis- 
trict, has announced himself a free silver 
man, and will vote for Bryan and Sewall. 
Colonel A. C. Fuller, an influential republi- 
can of the same county, has announced 
himself the same way. 

If the free silver and Bryan sentiment con- 
tinues to grow as it has within the last two 
weeks, it will be almost unanimous by the 
3d of November. 

That the republican leaders are rapidly 
becoming aware of the change of sentiment 
in West Virginia is shown by their atti- 
tude during the past month. A week after 
the close of the Chicago convention the 
state republican committee sent out to the 
republican papers an appeal urging all re- 
publicans to stick to the party, fight the 
campaign on the tariff issue, and not be 
drawn into complicating situations by the 
free silver issue. Senator Elkins declared 
that free silver cut no figure in the canvass 
at that time, but later, when he came to 
sound the keynote of the campaign at the 
state convention, he devoted nearly all hs 
time to the financial issue, the burden of 
his speech being an appeal to those who 
had been members of the party to stick to 
it for the sake of protection and reciprocity, 
and trust to the republican leaders to deal 
fairly with silver. In the republican state 
corvention there was such a favorable 
undercurrent of silver sentiment that the 
leaders had to keep the meeting going three 
days in their efforts to get the business 
trapsacted withcut allowing that sentiment 
to show itself above the surface. 

In the third congressional district J. H. 
Hiling could have been renominated for 
congress by acclamation, but after the ad- 
journment of congress he came home, 
looked over the field and declared the sit- 
uation hopeless if the republicans declared 
against free silver. He accordingly refused 
to allow the use of his name. He was 
elected by 4,018 in 1894, but he declared that 
the silver sentiment had drawn so many 
votes from the party since then that he 
could not risk accepting the nomination. 
Hiling is not alone in this belief, for no re- 
publican in the district could be induced 
to make the race, and the nomination was 
given unanimously to C. P. Darr, a man 
who left the democracy in 1892, and who 
has no standing in the republican party. 

In the congressional election of 18% the 
republicans carried the state by about 
15,000, but now they admit that if McKin- 
ley gets the electoral vote by a shave and 
they elect two of the four congressmen they 
will be satisfied. 

The free silver sentiment among republi- 
cans is not confined to this section, but is 
to be found all over the state. At Parkers- 
burg this week a free silver club of 528 
members was organized, of which number 
224 were republicans. Smaller clubs are being 
organized everywhere, and the free silver 
sentiment is sweeping everything before 
it.

There is'an impression in railway circles 
that Judge Simonton will make the injunc- 
tion against cut rates permanent. The 
case is to be argued before him at Green- 
ville, S. C., August 15th. 

Just why it is that this impression ex- 
ists cannot be stated. The chief ground 
On which the temporary restraining order 
Was granted was that the 80 per cent, cut 
would demoralize rates and precipitate 
rates which would not be fair and just, 
therein violating the interstate commerce 
law. Another provision threatened was 
the defeat of comnrpetition. 

It is assumed that if the court dissolves 
the injunction the Seaboard will restore 
the 33 per cent cut, which is now in effect, 
but which is to come off August 8th, 

Then that would call for further action | 
by the executive board of the Southern 
States Freight Association. Whether it 
would again declare for an 80 per cent 
cut is a question, 

President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern, is expected back in a day or two, per- 
haps tomorrow or on Thursday. He may 
decide on some new policy. When he 
went abroad he left instructions that no 
cablegrams or letters be forwarded to 
him. But when the rate war broke out 
@ cabie message was sent and he started 
back very soon. It is said that the parties 
behind this temporary injunction expect- 
‘ed that some seitlement of the trouble 
would be reached before August 15th. 
That was time enough at least to allow 
President Spencer to reach New York and 
take up the matter. Perhaps be can 
bring about a solution. 

Traffic mren are wondering if Judge Si- 
monton can enjoin the Seaboard from 
putting in a cut rate from Portsmouth to 
Atlanta. Portsmouth is in his circuit 
Dut Atlanta is without hig jurisdiction. 
Freight from Portsmouth to Atlanta is 
interstate busimess and it would pass 
through Judge Simonton’s circuit. But if 
he can restrain the Seaboard from cutting 
its Portsmouth-Atlanta rate, it is said 
that he cannot prevent rates being cut 
between Baltimore and Portsmouth on 
the steamer line. The interstate com- 
mrerce law does not cover water traffic. 
The through rate from Baltimore to At- 
lanta is $1.07 per 100 pounds. The loca} 
rate from Portsmouth to Atlanta on first- 
class is 84 cents per 100 pounds, That 
makes the proportional part of the through 
rate rate 23 cents between Baltimore and 
Fortsmouth. If the Seaboard should cut 
its rate from LBaltimore to Portsmouth 
down to 10 cents and add the local from 
Portsmout the combination would -be 94 
cents, or a cut of 13 cents in the through 
fate from Bal¢inrore to Atlanta. 

it is doubtful if the court could draw an 
injunction which would enjoin that. So, 
even though Judge Simonton should make 
the injunction permanent, the situation 
may not be entirely relieved.

This 
tion they were asking and many more. 

They represented a candidate who 
in the true sense of the word a 
list, who had nursed the alliance 
ment, who had seen its growth, who had 
anchored onto populism early in the game. 
Why should he be pushed aside and a new 
man, a stranger to populistic principles, 
put in his place?

I have heard everywhere the 
prohibition feature commended by all par- 
ties. This much you can count on: we will 
have a prohibition candidate for governor. 

“As to national matters,’’ he continued,

not support Bryan in.case Sewall remains. 
This is my private opinion.” 

Mr. J. L. Sibley was of the same opinion 
with Mr. McGregor. 


Murphey’s Views. 

Mr. A. A. Murphey, candidate for con- 
gress from the sixth district, was seen 
last night. He was presented with the fol- 
lowing questions: 

“What will be the probable result of the 
populist convention?’ 

“How could fusion be effected with demo- 
crats in Georgia?’ 

“What is your plan for national fusion?’ 

“What have you to say of Senator Jones's 
views regarding southern populists and 
their present attitude?’ 

Mr. Murphey said: 

“No one Knows what will be the exact 
outcome of the state convention. It will 
certainly nominate candidates for governor 
and statehouse ofticers. 

“Dr. J. B. Gambrell and Hon. Seaborn 
Wright will be strong candicates if the 
prohibitionists of the state agree to lend 
their aid io the election of eifher. The 
prohibitionists and populists are agreed 
upon the liquor question—both being in 
favor of an anti-barroom state law—somo- 
thing on the dispensary order like’ the 
Barnesville plan, but not similar to the 
South Carolina dispensary. I see no reason, 
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therefore, why the prohibitionists should 
not join forces with the populists. 

“I can see no Way by which there can 
be fusion on state officers. The democrats 
have made their nominations on the idea 
that they can carry the state, so there 
will be a straight fight in the state all along 
the line. 

“I favor a division of the thirteen elec- 
tors, giving seven to the democrats and six 
to the populists, with Bryan and Watson 
at the head of the ticket. The populists of 
4eorgia, in my opinion, will decline to 
Support any other joint ticket. If the 
democrats will not divide, then I favor 
a Straight populist electoral ticket with 
Bryan and Watson at its head. 

“If Senator Jones is reported correctly in 
Saying ‘the southern delegates to the St. 
Louis convention were as a rule not a cred- 
itable class and that they were out for 
nothing but spoils,’ he has done a thing 
that he will regret, If Senator Jones is 
correctly reported he has stated what he 
knows is not true. The truth is, and 
Senator Jones knows it to be true, the 
western populists had already traded with 
the democrats before they reached St. 
Louis. I refer especially to the populists 
of Nebraska, Kansas and Colorado. The

“In conclusion let me add that the state 
convention will indurse the St. Louis plat- 
form and the national ticket. I believe it 
will appoint a committee to confer with 
the democratic executive committee on 
organizing a” joint electoral ticket.”

The respite was granted yesterday morn- 
ing. The governor postponed the hanging 
of the siayer of Will Spinks until Friday, 
August 21s*.

The condemn¢ d man gladly received the 
news that he had been given two more 
weeks. of life, but in his religious enthus- 
iasm later in the day, he stated that he 
was ready to die Friday next.

He spent the greater 
part of the day yesterday with relatives 
and ministerial friends and in reading the 
Bible. 

Hanye has never before professed re- 
ligion, but yesterday he exhibited deep in- 
terest in the subject, and said that he felt 
that he had been forgiven. He prayed 
the ministers and said that he was 
willing and reu€y to die for his crime. 
It seems that he has given up all hope 
of life, and believes that his end will cer-

Not a Reopening of the Case. 
The governor stated that he granted a 
respite simply that Hanye might prepare 
to meet his fate and that it would not 
have been right to allow the sentence to 
be carried out next Friday—less than a 
week from the time Hanye heard that his 
fate had been sealed and that he must 
de on the gallows. The granting of the 
respite is in no sense a reopening of the 
case and-there seems to be no hope for 
Harve. The governor’s mind is thorough-

Governor Atkinson gave the Hanye case 
a deep study and it is probable that in no 
which has been before him during 
h's term has he been more careful in reach- 
ing a conclusion. He read all of the rec- 
ords in the case and investigated it from 
every standpoint. weighing each point 
carefully.

They prayed with him and advised 
him religiously, To Mr. Ward Hanye ex- 
pressed the belief that he would be saved 
and he said that he was ready to die Fri- 
day if necessary. He said that he wanted 
to thank the governor for the two weeks 
respite and also for his kindness in exam- 
ining into the case. Hanve says that he 
knows the governor acted fairly in the 
matter and that he has no ill will against 
any one.

STRIPES AND CHAINS 


‘Many Recruits Will Be Sent to the 


County Chaingang. 


CRIMINAL COURT’S BUSY DAY 


Judge Berry Tried Twenty Misde- 
meanor Cases Yesterday—Eight- 
een Convictions Resulted. 


The wheels of the city criminal court 
revolved rapidly yesterday and twenty 
cases were disposed of during the day by 
Judge Berry. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday morning the court- 
room was filled with witnesses, nearly all 
of whom were colored. They packed the 
seats reserved for the spectators and 
swarmed into the jury box and climbed 
over the railing into the bar. The steps 
leading to the courtroom were crowded 
with negroes and the sidewalk had the ap- 
pearance of an election day at the polls. 

At 2 o'clock, the hour of adjournment, 
just twenty cases had been tried, and con- 
victions secured in all except two. The 
work of the court progressed rapidly, and 
the jury had but little difficulty in return- 
ing verdicts. 

When the court convened, the calendar 
showed forty-six new cases to begin with, 
and before the court had been in progress 
very long, sixteen additional caseS were 
placed on the docket. 

Nearly all the prisoners tried yesterday 
were negroes and the crimes for which 
they had been arrested were chiefly petty 
offenses, larceny from the house being the 
usual charge. 
of carrying concealed weapons and one 
negro was found guilty of stealing money 
from a friend, while the two men walked 
along the street together.~Three cases of 
stabbing were heard and all resulted in con- 
victions. 

There were from five to fifty witnesses 
in most of the cases and the testimony was 
at times exceedingly ludicrous. 

Several Years in Sentences. 

The sentences which were imposed yes- 
terday, added together, would make sev- 
eral years, and the fines, if all imposed 
were to be paid, would add several thou- 
sand dollars to the treasury of the county. 

Because Jim Harris stole a pair of shoes 
from the house of J. Bokutzry, valued at 
$1.50, he was given six months in the chain- 
gang and asked to pay as an alternative 
a fine of $50. 

John Cook was charged with larceny 
from the house, and the evidence showed 
he had stolen a lot of soap from J.J. & J.E. 
Maddox. The negro saiad he had no soap 
at home, and needed it, so he decided to 
steal it rather than go without his bath. 
He was given six months or $50. 

Two boxes of raisins worth a small sum 
caused A. G. Leary a six months’ sen- 
tence, with the $50 alternative included. 

W. A. Stockton, a trayeling plumber, 
was given the regulation sentence and fine 
for an alleged theft of material from the 
house of W. A. Fuller. 

Judge Moore and George Hutchins were 
compelled to pay $50 for a few boxes of 
groceries taken from D. H. Browder’s store 
or serve seven months each in the county 
gang. Andrew Jordan, who took $30 from 
the pocket of his friend, J. A. Johnson, 
Was given seven months, and Perry Jones, 
charged with stealing clothing from Emma 
Bell, was sentenced to nine months or a 
fine of $75. 

Retribution Came Swiftly. 

A few nights ago George Brown was 
arrested by the police for the larceny of 
a cheap pair of shoes from W. J. Rivers. 
Yesterday he was convicted of the charge 
and given six months in the chaingang. 

James Williams and Will Jackson were 
tried for stealing some clothing and gro- 
ceries, and a verdict of guilty was returned 
within a few minutes after their cases 
were called.

The areas of barometric pressure through- 


out the country remain in practically the 


same position that they occupied during 
the extremely hot weather of the past ten 
days. Inasmuch as these pressures have 
a governing influence on the weather it is 
altogether probable that as long as they 


continue as they were yesterday excessive 


hot weather will prevail in the south. 
Yesterday the mercury ranged above the 


% mark and the day was mart:ed by con- 


siderable discomfort. Good showers during 
the afternoon gave temporary relief, but 
when they had passed they left the at- 
before they 
came. 

The storm at Lakewood was of consider- 
able magnitude, blowing down several 
trees, a large fence near the chutes and. 
badly damaging the merry-go-round. There 
was other damage on the outskirts of the 
city, but in Atlanta proper no harm was. 
done, though the winds for a time were 
very high. 

The official report sent out yesterday by 
the weather bureau sums up the situation 
as follows: ; 

“‘No change has occurred in the relative 
positions of the areas of high and low ba- 
rometric pressure. The low in the north- 
west has moved to the east and is central 
this morning in South Dakota, while the: 
highest pressure is still over the southern 
states, though decreasing somewhat in 


energy. While slight falls in temperature 


have occurred over most of the southern 
half of the country, there is still little or 
no prospect of any immediate change to 
cooler weather. This cannot 
occur so long as the low barometer remains 
in the north and northwest. Cloudy weath- 
er prevails in the immediate vicinity of the 
low and on the coast of Texas with rain at 
St. Paul and Galveston. Elsewhere clear or 


partly cloudy weather is the rule.” ,

VENERABLE MINISTER DEAD. 


Rev. W. L. Kilpatrick, President of 


Mercer Board of Trustees, Dies.

W. L. Kilpatrick, of Hephzibah, one of the 
vest known and most venerable of the 
Baptist ministers of Georg a, died 
evening at his homre in Hephzibah.

There are a great many statesmen 
today of both parties who are shedding 
crocodile tears over the financial condi- 
tion of the country and clamoring for 
the gold standard as the one hope now 
open for us. 

These men claim that it would 
be the height of dishonor for the United 
States to attempt to meet its obliga- 
tions in any other way than with gold 
coin. Foremost and prominent among 
these ardent patriots must be mentioned 
the name of William Melkinley, who 
is now running for the presidency of 
the United States as the nominee of the 
republican party. 

While the republicans are thus engaged 
in preaching the campaign of the so- 
called honest dollar, they are being aided 
and abetted by a certain class of demo- 
crats who feel that they know better 
what is for the good of the country than 
do the great masses of the people them- 
Selves. So earnest are they apparently, 
and so honest would they have us to 
believe them, that they are now working 
up sentiment for a new convention in 
which the gold brand of democrat will 
be presented to the country to tinkle by 
the side of his republican brother. 

Much as we would like to believe in 
the honesty of these men of both parties, 
there are in existence records which 
make it difficult to do so. These records 
recall the fact that many of the leaders 
now clamoring for a doilar of gold were 
once the ardent advocates of paying the 
obligations of the United States in coin, 
the government to exercise the op- 
tion as to which metal should be paid 
to them, and silver being expressly 
mentioned by name.

Whereas, By the act entitled “An act 

to strengthen the public credit,” approv- 
ed March 18, 1869, it was provided and 
declared that the faith of the United 
States was thereby solemniy pledged 
to the payment in coin or its equiva- 
lent of all the interest-bearing obliga- 
tions of the United States, except in 
cases where the law authorizing the is- 
sue of such obligations had expressly 
provided that the same might be paid 
in lawful money or other currency than 
gold or silver; and 

Whereas, All the bonds of the United 

States authorized to be issued by the 

@ct entitled ‘‘An act to authorize the re- 

funding of the national debt,”’ approved 

July 14, 1870, by the terms of said act 

were declared to be redeemable in coin 

of the then present standard value, bear- 
ing interest payable semi-annually in 
such coin; and 

Whereas,All bonds of the United States 

authorized to be issued under the act 
entitled ‘‘An act to provide for the re- 
sumption of specie payment,” approved 

January 14, 1875, are required to be of 

the description of the bonds of the United 

States described in the said act of con-

United States in silver dollars of the

| 412% grains each of standard silver; and 
that to restore to its coinage such sil- 
ver coins as a legal tender in payment 
ofsaid bonds, principal and interest, is 
not in ‘violation of the public faith or In 
derogation of the rights of the public 
creditor. 


The above declaration and resolution, 
introduced and pushed to enactment by 
a man who had so ttle of the anarch- 
ist in him that he was afterwards se- 
lected as proper material for membership 
in the highest court of the United 
States, proves that the gold conspiracy 
had not then reached the magnitude 
which it has since maintained. In the 
vote upon these resolutions, both sena- 
tors from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Iowa yoted for the silver 
dollar, as well as one senator each from 
Michigan and Minnesota. 

A few days later the same resolution 
was called up in the house of represen- 
tatives, where it was passed by a vote 
of 189 yeas, 79 nays and 24 not voting. 
To state some of the names which were 
recorded on the affirmative side in favor 
of the silver side, there was Mr. Blount, 
of Georgia; Mr. Bragg. of Wisconsin; 
Mr. Cabell, of Illinois; Mr. Carlisle, of 
Kentucky, since secretary of the treas- 
ury; Mr. Foster, of Ohio, who as secre- 
tary of the treasury sold out this option 
to the creditors of the government; Mr. 
Herbert, of Alabama, whose gold-rimmed 
patriotism now prevents him from vot- 
ing the national democratic ticket; Mr. 
Keifer, of Ohio, afterwards speaker of 
the house; Mr. William MceWKin- 
ley, of Ohio, at present the republican 
candidate for president; Mr. Springer, of 
Illinois, who has retired from congress 
ona judgeship; Mr. Henry G. Turner, of 
Georgia, and others who bave since 
strutted their brief season upon the 
stage as the advocates of an enhanced 
dollar with which to pay our debts. 

It is recalled that when this measure 
came up in the house of representatives 
it stood for nearly two months the fire 
of debate, the administration of Presi- 
dent Hayes being just as strongly op- 
posed to it as President Cleveland 
has been opposed to legislation 
on the same line. But the bud- 
ding statesmen of that time, the 
mature men of now, such as Charles Ios- 
ter, of Ohio, and John G. Carlisle, who 
were considered old enough and discreet 
enough to be sent to congress, voted 
and spoke for the measure, although 
they have since cringed fawningly at 
the feet of the money power. 

Nor is this the entire record of that 
eventful congress. The house of repre- 
sentatives, led by Mr. Bland, passed a 
bill to restore silver to the position 
which it oceupied prior to 1873. It was 
a measure for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver with all the conditions 
just as much against it as they are to- 
day, yet John G. Carlisle voted for this 
measure, Foster, of Ohio, voted for it, 
the tender-hearted Mr. Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, voted for it and—even that name 
must be spoken—the Napoleonic shade 
of William McKinley stands recorded in 
favor of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by this 
government on its own responsibility 
and without awaiting the beck or e¢all 
of any other government whatever. It 
was this same bill which, passing the 
United States senate, was manipulated 
by the republican members of the up- 
per house to be a bill, not for the free 
and unlimited coinage of: silver, but to 
be a scheme by which silver mine 
owners might enter into a seramble to 
see which could sell their product 
cheapest to the government. 

The value of this record is to show 
that up until the year 1880 these old and 
discreet men, these men who had for 
years been filling the highest offices of 
the government, these men who had ac- 
cess to all the information which the 
government possessed upon which to 
base their opinions, were in favor of the 
full, free and wnlimited coinage of sil- 
ver. In a few years, at the bidding of 
the gold gamblers of New York and 
London, these men have changed front. 
We have seen Charles Foster, as secre- 
tary of the treasury, surrendering to 
creditors the option which the govern- 
ment claimed and asserted for itself. 
We have seen Mr. Carlisle advanced 
from the house to the senate, and dur- 
ing the very session which inducted Mr. 
Cleveland into office, voting for the free 
We now 
see Mr. William McKinley, who was at 
that time so bold for the cause of the 
people, now heading the conspiracy by 
which every dollar of debt which the 
government owes is to be paid in an 
enhanced money, two for one. Is it any 
wonder that the people of the country, 
those who have not time to devote to 
politics, but who trust to the honor and 
integrity of their representatives, should 
lose faith in the men who have led them? 
If men of maturity, appealing to the peo- 
ple for the commission to represent them, 
then taking position based upon mature 
thinking, throw it all over within a night 
at the bidding of the money power, who 
is to blame the people for accusing them 
of betraying a trust? 

The answer to this is that the people, 
acting in their sovereign capacity, have 
thrown these false leaders overboard: 
that under new leadership and the in- 
spiration of a new baptism in patriot- 
isin, they are now fighting their own 
battle; fighting it, it is true, against 
skillful and tactful opponents, but fight- 
ing it with the full determination that 
November's sun shall see their enemies 
go down in defeat, and that it shall rise 
again upon a republic redeemed from 
plundering hordes and restored to its 
pristine condition as the agent of the 
people for the common and the 
colnmon weal. 
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Pennsylvania May Be Carried. 

Iimployed in the various coal mines of 
Pernsylvania there are no less than 
a hundred thousand laboring men. 

As a rule, these miners have always 
supported the republiean nominee for 
president, and in order to earry that 
state for McKinley this year, the sup- 
port of the mining districts is heavily 
counted on by the republican committee. 

At this stage of the campaign, how- 
ever, it looks as if the committee is 
doomed to experience a severe disap- 
pointment. If the miners do not vote 
as a unit for Bryan and Sewall this fall, 
they will at least divide in such a way 
as to give the republicans but a small 
part of what they claim.

! operator of West Virginia, recently re- 
turned from quite "An extensive tour 
through the Pennsylvania coal beds, In 
passing through Washington he was in- 
tervyiewed by one of the daily papers of 


that city. 
Referring to the political sentiment 


which he encountered in the Keystone 
State, Mr. Brennan said: 


Free silver has won converts by the 
thousands in all that section. I talked 
with a great many of the men who work 
in the mines, for, having formerly been 
a considerable employer of labor in the 
coal belt, I knew scores of them per- 
sonally. They nearly all told me that 
they were going to vote for Bryan. 
For years the mine workers have ex- 
perienced the hardest sort of luck, and 
with an average employment of not 
over 100 days in the year, they have 
scarcely been able to make a living 
for their families, and farmers are al- 
most as bad off, for a large per cent 
of them have seen their homes slip out 
of their possession through the depre- 
ciation of farming lands and agricultural 
products. Knowing Pennsylvania as I 
do, 1 have no hesitation in saying that, 
With the proper effort and organization, 
and by the thorough canvass of the 
state on the part of men who can ex- 
plain the silver side of the controver- 
sy, it is debatable ground, and the re- 
publicans would be put to their best 
trumps to carry it for McKinley. The 
idea that because it is usually heavily 
republican it is sure to go that way next 
November is as fallacious as the other 
notion that Senator Quay is all-power- 
ful and can control the voters as he 
wills. 

Though noted for its mineral deposits, 
chietiy those of coal and iron, Pennsyl- 
vania is no less celebrated for its agri- 
cultural resources. With a vigorous 


; ‘ampaign of education, there is no rea- 


Son why the Pennsylvania farmers 
should not join hands with the miners 
of that state in supporting the demo- 
cratic ticket. 

What is good for the farmers of Geor- 

gia and Nebraska is likewise good for 
the farmers of Pennsylvania. Already 
in many parts of the east the farmers 
have grown restless under the single 
gold standard and are anxious for a 
change in the financial policy of the 
government. Though devoted to the 
party with which they have been iden- 
tified so long, they prefer to surrender 
their affiliations rather than prolong 
the sufferings which they have patient- 
ly endured for the last twenty-five years. 
Though some few democrats in Penn- 
Sylvania have repudiated the Chicago 
platform, the number of these malcon- 
tents is a mere bagatelle in comparison 
with the number of republicans who 
have avowed themselves in favor of 
free coinage. 
With a thorough canvass of the state 
a democratic victory is possible. Penn- 
sylvania, therefore, may be safely class- 
ed as one of the battlefields of the 
campaign.

Minnesota as a Doubtful State. 
The Minnesota republicans are very 
much depressed over the political out- 
look in that state. 

Several weeks ago it looked as if Mec- 
Kinley would have a complete walkover. 
Even the most extravagant claims were 
passed unchallenged by the democrats, 
who preferred to keep their own coun- 
sels and let the republicans do the talk- 
ing. 

Within the last few weeks, however, 
a most decided change has taken place 
in Minnesota. In fact, the tables have 
turned, and whereas the democrats were 
under the bottom, they are now triumph- 
antly on top. 

From a tone of confident boast the 
prediction of the republican leaders has 
subsided into one of extreme doubt and 
misgiving. 
As illustrating the temper of the Min- 
nesota republicans, the remarks of Con- 
gressman Tawney may be cited in this 
connection. Though still hopeful of re- 
publican success, the congressman is by 
no means expectant. Says he, in a re- 
cent interview: 

IT believe that with vigorous and thor- 
ough organization on the part of the re- 
publicans we will be able to carry Min- 
nesota for McKinley, but the hardest 
sort of work is necessary to our suc- 
cess, because all the elements in opposi- 
tion to republicanism are going to ef- 
fect a thorough fusion. In 1894 Senator 
Nelson’s vote for governor was 147,944. 
Becker, the democratic candidate, got 
53,579 votes, and Owen, populist, re- 
ceived 87,931, while the prohibitionists 
polled 6,000 votes. It will be seen from 
these figures that the republican ticket 
won by a very handsome plurality, but 
by only a small majority over the dem- 
ocratic and populist nominees. Anoth- 
er thing that must be taken Into ac- 
count is that some of the most influen- 
tial men in the party have bolted the 
republican ticket—men like John Lind, 
who wiil be the fusion candidate for 
governor; Lieutenant Governor Day, 
Congressman Towne, Frank Nye, who is 
one of the most brilliant stump speak- 
ers in the state, and a good many oth- 
ers of equal prominence. That their 
defection is a matter of considerable 
consequence is not to be denied. 


As in Minnesota ‘sso in other doubtful 
States the republicans are steadily losing 
ground. If the democrats continue to 
gain between now and the 1st of No- 
vember as they have within the last 
few weeks, the election of Bryan is 
overwhelmingly assured.

If the confidence which the McKinley 
organs feel in the result of the present 
cCampaigu is as groundless as that on 
Which The Philadelphia Times bases 
its predictions of suecess in November, 
the democrats have absolutely nothing 
to fear from the extravagant claims of 
the opposition. 

Strange to say, The Philadelphia 
Times, which has heretofore enjoyed tlre

sideration is almost entirely out of 
question. To be courteous, however. it 
may be asked: When did Georgia be- 
come a doubtful state on any issue 
which involyed her democracy? When 
did she surrender her orthodox political 
religion to follow dfter strange gods? 
Surely not within the memory of any- 
one now living. Her majorities in recent 
years have ranged frem 30,000 to 80,000, 
and the faith with which she has fol- 
lowed her chosen leaders in the past was 
never more pronounced than it is_to- 
day under the standard of Bryan and 
bimetallism. If Georgia is doubtful, as 
the Philadelphia paper claims, it is only 
in one sense, and that is whether or 
not she will surrender the principles of 
true democracy between now and the 
day of judgment. 

One could hardly expect a paper which 
places Georgia’in the doubtful column 
to concede anything whatever to the 
democrats in this campaign. With 
amusing generosity, however, seven 
states are conceded, These are Arkan- 
sas, Colorado, Mississippi, Nevada, South 
Jarolina, Texas and Utah, with fifty-one 
electoral votes.

As a matter of fact, nF only States on 
which the supporters of McKinley can 
depend with any degree of assurance or 
reliability are the eastern states. KEven 
these are by no means certain, as the 
free coinage sentiment has made con- 
siderable progress in the east within 
the last few weeks, and if the-republi- 
cans are fortunate enough to make good 
their claims with respect to these states, 
it will doubtless be by very greatly re- 
duced majorities.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A military medal which was sold in 
London a few days ago brought the 
enormous price of $2,750. Its value is due 
partially to its age, but chiefly to its 
memorable associations. The medal is 
no less than a cross of gold worn by an 
English officer in the célebrated peninsula 
campaign during the Napoleonic. wars, It 
Was presented to Sir William Howe de 
Lancy, who acted on the staff of the 
duke of Wellington at Waterloo and who 
lost his Hfe in that historic engagement. 


Nicholas Premier, a farmer residing near 
Dubuque, Ia., narrated the most renrark- 
able snake story which has yet made its 
appearance in print. He says a monster 
snake appeared in his pasture and killed 
two of his cows by winding itself around 
them. He saw one of his cows in the 
folds of the snake, but was afraid to in- 
terfere and ran away. Returning later 
he found the cow dead and a large hole 
in her flank. The same thing was re- 
peated next day. <A party was organized 
to hunt the monster, but when they came 
upon it they were also frightened and 
allowed it to escape, One man clalins 
he saw it swallowing a calf. Premier 
describes the snake as about twenty-five 
feet long and two feet in circumference 
in the middle, The folds of the snake left 
deep creases in the animals killed. It is 
supposed the reptile has escaped from 
some menagerie. Premier is well known, 
and he is believed, incredible as the story 
appears. 

“The existence of the vatican at Rome,”’ 
says Marion Crawford, ‘“‘is largely due to 
Nicholas V, the builder-pope, whose gi- 
gantic scheme would startle a modern 
architect. His plan was to build the church 
of St. Peter as a starting point and then 
to construct one vast central habitat for 
the papal admirfstration, covering the 
whole of what is called Borgo, from the 
castle of St. Angelo to the cathedral. In 
ancient times a portico, or covered way 
supported on columns, led from. the 
bridge to the church, and it was probably 
from this real structure that Nicholas be- 
gan his imaginary one, only a small part 
of which was ever completed. That small 
portion alone comprises the basilica and 
the vatican palace, which together form 
by far the greatest continuous mass of 
buildings in the world. The coliseum is 
195 yards long by 156 broad, including the 
thickness of the walls. St. Peter’s church 
alone is 205 yards long and 156 broad, so 
that the whole (coliseum would easily 
stand upon the ground plan of the church, 
while the vatican palace is more than half 
as large again. Nicholas V died in 1456, 
and the oldest parts of the present vatican 
palace are not older than his reign. They 
are generally known as the Torre Borgia, 
from having been inhabited by Alexander 
VI, who died of poison in the third of the 
rooms now occupied by the library, count- 
ing from the library side. The windows 
of these rooms look upon the large square 
court of the Belvedere, and that part of 
the palace is not vistble from without. 
Portions of the substructure of the earlier 
building were no doubt utilized by Nicho- 
las, and the secret gallery which connects 
the @itican with the mausoleum of 
Hadrian is generally attributed to Pope 
John XXIII, who died in 1417; but on the 
whole it may be said that the vatican 
palace is originally a building of the pe- 
riod of the renaissance, to which all suc- 
cessive’ popes have made additions.”’

cy COUNCIL'S NEW LAW 


These Officers Will Be Appointed and 
Not Elected. 


MAYOR TO NAME THE FORMER 


-_——_—_ 


While the Sexton Is To Be Chosen by | 


a Commission. 


THAT IS, IF THE LEGISLATURE WILL CONCUR 


City Fathers Decide That They Can 
Vote for Their Kindred—Other 
News of Yesterday’s Meet- 
ing and Progress Made 
in Local Politics. 


At the regular meeting of the city coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon two’ ordinances 
were passed which will take the election 
‘of city comptroller and city sexton out of 
the hands of the people in case the legis- 
lature amends the laws which govern the 
election of Atlanta’s city officers as they 
will be requested to do by the council as 
goon as the next session convenes. 

As these two ordinances were passed by 
an overwhelming majority there is little 
reason to suppose that the legislature will 
turn down the request of the city fathers 
of Atlanta. 

It looks now as though the action of the 
council was practically final and that the 
voters will no longer be the choosers of 
the two officers named. If this is the case 
the candidates for these offices, who have 
been busily canvassing for votes during 
the past few weeks, have been throwing 
away their time and energy and they may 
as well furl their banners and begin a new 


‘line of campaigning, if they still hope to 


be elected. In case the candidates believe 
that the legislature will refuse to change 
the existing laws when the matter is 
brought before them, they will probably 
fight it out in spite of the two ordinances 
passed yesterday. 

The city sexton, if the legislature changes 
the law, will be elected in the future by a 
special commission of five, to be composed 
of the mayor, the chairman of the ceme- 
tery committee of the city council and 
three non-partisan citizens who are to be 
elected by the city council on the first 
Wednesday of next December. 


- 
The commissioners who are private citi- 


zens will not be paid for their services, but 
Alderman Woodward, who introduced the 
resolution, assured the council 
knew several of the best men in Auanta 
who were willing to serve if asked to do 
50. These commissioners are to be elected, 
one to serve one year, another two years 
and a third three years. Their successors 
are to be chosen at the expiration of their 
terms of office by the city council. 

City comptroller is also to be an appoint- 
ive office instead of an elective office, and 
the appointment is to be made by the 
mayor of the city, each new mayor having 
power to choose his own comptroller. 

Have They Worked in Vain? 

The candijates for comptroller who have 
been busily canvassing for the office for 
some time past are the present incumbent, 
Mr. J. H. Goldsmith, and Messrs. George 
H. Holliday and R. G. de Treville, . 

The candidates for sexton are Messrs, 
H.. D. Austin, W. A. Bonnell, John T. 
Mills, C. G. Hanna, I. C. Clark, Henry 
McWilliams, Victor E. Lambert and James 
G. Russell. 

The action of the city council yesterday 
practically nullifies the hard work which 
these men have veen doing in conducting 
an active canvass among the voters. Now 
the candicates for comptroller can only ally 
themselves with one of the mayoralty can- 
didates in the hope of receiving the appoint- 
ment in case of the election of their fa- 
vorite and the candidates for sexton must 
rest on their oars until the commission 
which is to elect the officer is appointed, 
When they will have but three votes to 
win irstead of several thousand to insure 


their election. 


Will Be Asked To Withdraw. 


It is not known exactly what course the 


’ candidates will pursue now that the pri- 


mary is so ncar. 

The councilmen passed a resolution re- 
questing the city democratic executive 
committee to withdraw the candidates for 
the two offices from the race. If the faith 
of some of the candidates in the belief 
that the legislature will not change the 
present law is strong enough, there may 
be a vigorous kick against this Lroposition 
and the candidates may insist in fighting 
it out at the primary at least and trusting 
to luck for the legislature to refuse to 
grant the request of the city fathers. 

Woodward’s Red-Hot Koast. 

When Alderman Woodward introduced 
his resolution which pertained to the city 
sexton he made a very forcible argument 
in support of his position. He dwelt with 
much vehemence upon the abuses that have 
existed {in the city sexton’s office during 
receat regimes, and he said that the office 
would continue to be abused so long as it 
Was governcd by politics. The only reme- 
dy, he insisted, was to take the election 
of the officer out of politics entirely by ap- 
po: iting a ccmmission of disinterested citi- 
zens to selewt the sexton. He said tnat he 
knew a dozen of the best citizens in At- 
lanta who had the welfare of the city So 
deep at heurt that they would voiunteer 
their services to the city gladly in order 
to see Oakland cemetery as it should be. 


Fifty Fine Trees Cut Down. 
“The abuses which have been practiced 
at Oakland cemetery,”’ said Mr. Woodward, 
“are too familiar to all of you to necessi- 
tate repetition. There is one thing more 
that I want to call your attention to, which 
perhaps you have not heard and which 
shows you how disastrously the misman-

MADMAN’S RASH DEED 


Frank Massaw, a German, Throws himself 
Before an Engine. 


BODY GROUND INTO A PULP: 


Unfortunate Man First Cut His Throat 
with a Razor. 


JUMPED FROM HIS BED TO MEET DEATH 


Loss of $200 Causes Temporary In- 
sanity—Had Attempted Suicide 
Friday, but Failed. 


Bremen, Ga., August 3.—(Special.)—Frank 
Massaw, a German of this place, commit- 
ted suicide yesterday afternoon by throw- 
ing himself before the vestibule train which 
was running forty miies an hour. 

The body was caught under the pilot of 
the engine and dragged quite a distance. 
It was mangled beyond identification, and 
almost ground into a pulp. 

Massaw was a native German, but came 
to Bremen several years ago and has con- 
ducted a small business here. 

Last week he received a check for $200 
from his family in Germany, and he left 
for Atlanta to get it cashed. The follow- 
ing day Massaw returned without the 


money, claiming that he had been robbed 
of the entire amount. He was gloomy and 
despondent, and stated he intended to kill 
himself. 

Friday night, Massaw suddenly became 
insane, it is thought, over the loss of his 
money, and drawing a pocket knife across 
his throat, almost severed his jugular. His 
windpipe was cut almost in two, but his 
father discovered him in time to summon 
Drs. Edwards and Phillips, who saved the 
man’s life after several hours’ work. 

Last night Massaw was lying in his 
bed at a window looking out upon the

railroad tracks. At the bedside sat his 
father, who had been a constant attendant 
since the attempt at suicide. 

The vestibule dashed around the curve a 
few hundred yards from the house, and» 
Masgsaw, though very weak, leaped from 
his’ bed and rushed from the room. His 
father endeavored to catch him, but failed. 

Just as the train went by Massaw threw 
himself upon the track in-«front of the 
flying engine, and his body was ground be- 
neath the wheels. Blood and brains were 
scattered in all directions. Death was in- 
stantaneous. 

Massaw was a man of middle age. and 
until recently was in tolerably good cir- 
cumstances.

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A City in China Is the Filthiest on 
the Globe. 


Amoy, in China, bears the unenviable rep- 
utation of being the dirtiest and most un- 
healthful city in the world, says The Pitts- 
burg Dispatch. What is a more unpleasant 
fact is the promise of the present tendency 
of affairs to a lower and worse condition. 
The reasons are obyious to a newcomer at 
a glance. 

The city is built on the edge of a moun- 
tainous island, and is exceedingly old. In- 
scriptions on ancient tombs run back as far 
as the beginning of the Christian era, anc 
coins found in accidetally discovered graves 
date to dynasties from 1000 to SU B. t 
During all this period the hillsides of the 
city have been used as burying grounds. 
As the population increased the houses 
encroached upon the cemetery land, unui) 
the two became hopelessly mixed. 
The United States consulate is 
as a very superior locality, but it is sur- 
rounded by over if tombs. \ score of 
large blocks of granite used in and about 
it are old tombstones. On the hill, imme- 
diately behind the residence of IF. Mal- 
campo, the graves touch one another at 
every point, and form a solid white surface 
of rock, brick, porcelain and cement, cov- 
ering more than 1,000,000 square feet. 

Near the Lampaw-do joss house 30,000 
bodies are said to have been buried ver- 
tically to save space. They lie, or stand, 
on a plat of ground*of as many square feet. 
Amoy proper and its suburbs have a living 
population of about 1,000,000, and a dead one 
of four and a half times as many. The 
wells are shallow, and are sunk on the 
edges of the graveyards, and even among 
the tombs themselves. I have not seen one 
whose water: is not muddy and discolored 
by the turning up of the soil. 

The city is a relic of the past. It is 
walled still as it was in the time of Confu- 
cius. It has no sewers whatever. The 
streets vary from two to six feet in width; 
no wheeled vehicle can use them. An 
equestrian would experience great difficul- 
ty in turning a corner. Here and there is 
an open Space or plaza, dug out So as to be 
a huge receptacle, into which the streets 
discharge their refuse.

Smith 
stated thafhe was positive that Lott was 
the right man and that his right name 
was Cushman. There was also $1,500 for his 
arrest. 

Lott disappeared as soon aS he was re- 
leased, and has not been seen since. The 
authorities think that Smith and Lott 
may be co-workers 1!n some defrauding 
scheme, but just what their plans are is 
a mystery. Certain it is, however, that 
Smith, if that is his name, is no detec- 
tive, and that Lott, if that is his name, 
is no murderer.

Money as a Measure of Value and as 
a Circulating Medium. 

Editor Constitution—The great confound- 
ing mystery in trying to enlighten 
ones sclf on the financial © ques- 
tion lies in this: getting money 
whose particular function is a measure of 
value, confused with money whose particu- 
lar function is  curreney or circulating 
medium. I try to clear this mystery in this 
article. My purpose is to epitomize the sil- 
ver question and make it so clear tnat no 
person can miss the central thoughts, and 
Che seeing the point, can hesitate one 
moment as to how he should vote. I have 
before used some of these illustrations In 
private discussion, but as they fully ilius- 
trate tne point, [ use them here. I will 
consider the question under four different 
heads: 

1. Hias the value of a dollar changed? 

How is it changed; by what principle? 

3. If it has been changed, who is the 
beneficiary? 

4. Replies to objections 
against bimetallism. 

in answer to question No, 1, we assert the 

Value of the dollar has changed: and to get 
a clear understand! ng, you must learn the 
Purpose of a dollar, what relation it sus- 
tains to trade and commerce 6, aS a measure 
of value—and to do this we must measure 
iis valué at different periods of time to 
determine if there be a change. The meas- 
ure Of value in a dollar can only be im- 
pressed on our minds by comparison, for 
we cannot see value, and, therefore, to get 
a proper understanding of its purchasing 
poWer you must exchange it for other com- 
modities, and in that scale we will test a 
United States dollar in 1873—if then we 
had taken it to a merchant and asked him 
to Zive you its value in calico he would have 
cut for you ten yards—then to your grocery 
merchant, and asked him to give you the 
Value of a dollar in bacon, he would have 
handed you ten pounds, and then if you 
had tried the cotton merchant for one 
dollar’s value in cotton you would have 
received seven pounds; then trv wheat, 
and you get sixty pounds for your 
dollar; and if further evidence is wanted, 
| refer the reader to forty-five of the most 
commonly used articles as prepared by 
Munhall, British statistician, but enough 
has been shewn by the above comparison 
for the reader to get a clear idea of the 
value of a dollar in 1873. Now we still have 
What we call a United States dollar in 
Is%—let us try its value in the same scale. 
You find that the merchant will give you 
for the value in your dollar twenty to 
twenty-five vards of Calico, instead of ten 
in 1873; twenty to twenty-five pounds of 
bacon, instead of ten in 1873; twenty pounds 
of cotton instead of seven in_ 15873, 
rounds of wheat instead of sixty in 
Now, any candid person will concede 
if the purchasing power in a dollar in 
was the measure of a dollar, then the value 
we call a dollar in 18% is a fraud, or vice 
versa, both cannot be the standard of value 
or a dollar? I am often told that the sole 
cause of this change in prices at the two 
periods of time is from overproduction, I 
answer yes. Overproduction of wheat 
makes cheap wheat. but overproduction of 
wheat and underproduction of money makes 
cheaper wheat. 

How is the value of a dollar changed, and 
by what priciple? I will the reader to 
follow closely, while I elucidate that ques- 
tion. We will here have to make a dollar. 
So, the first thing necessary is the direc- 
tions for making a doilar. that is, tne law, 
which is, first, ‘‘That 25.8 grains of standard 
zold shall be a dollar.’’ (Standard gold is 
gold that is 9-10 pure.) And whenever we 
find a piece of standard gold with 26.8 
grains in it, it is a dollar, coined or un- 
coined—the coinage is free by the govern- 
ment, and its stamp on the metal only 
puts at rest any suspicion that the piece 
of metal has not the required quantity and 
quality. The next direction is ‘‘that this 
dollar shall be a full legal tender for all 
debts, public and private,’’ This creates 
the demand for the dellar, and the metal 
out of which the dollar is made increases in 
value because of the increased demand for 

The next direction is “‘Congress shall 

» the right to coin money, and to regu- 

its value.”’. Now, before we assume to 
how its value is regulated, we lay 
down the quantitated theory of money as 
our rule, and here assert that there is no 
other theory known, or used, than this to 
regulate the value of money. Now let us 
get it on our mind that the money we are 
now discussing is primary money—redemp- 
tion money—standard money or standard 
of value—and the difference between this 
and all other money is that it #& not only 
a full legal tender, but it performs this 
additional function, it measures the value 
of all other moneys. We will discuss these 
other moneys further on under the head of 
“Currency.” Now, when the value of a 
dollar is changed it is done by increasing 
or diminishing the primary money. If we 
increase the number of primary dollars we 
decrease their value; if we decrease their 
number we increase their value, just like 
a crop of wheat or cotton—a large crop, 
cheap prices: small crop, high prices. Now, 
the bimetallist or silver’ man favors the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
gold at the ratio of 16 to 1, and making 
37144 grains of silver the unit of value, and 
a full legal tender for all debts, public and 
private, and thereby increase the number 
of primary dollars and decrease their value 
—and here we are met with the assertion 
by the honorable secretary of the treasury 
and the secretary of the interior that our 
theory is wrong. for the reason that we 
have coined since 1873 about 4,500,000 silver 
dollars, while we only coined &,000,000 for a 
period of eighty-one years prior to 1573. I 
do not deny this.statement, and it secms 
to the uninformed that it is a clincher, and 
the silver man will have to look elsewhere 
for the cause of our woes. But this state- 
ment is a delusion. I desire to say that any 
person who makes such a statement, either 
does not know anything about what he 
assumes to discuss, or else he deliberately 
attempts to deceive the ignorant. Any in- 
formed perscn knows there is as great a 
difference in buying silver and coining it 
intc certificate dollars .that are bavked up 
with gold, as is now done, and free coinage 
as there is between light and darkness. 
While it is true that the cotnage has been 
about 450,000,000 since 1873, or about forty 
times as many silver dollars as was coined 
prior to that period—yet not a dollar is 
primary money, but is resting on gold; con- 
sequently, it is a certificate dollar, and in 
no way effects the measure of value, not 
being primary or adding to the number of 
dollars that are the standard of value. They 
are, therefore, nothing more than certifi- 
cates or currency—and here I want to make 
a distinction between primary money and 
currency in general. Primary money is the 
standard of value, and may at the same 
time be currency. Currency is greenbacks, 
treasury notes, silver certificates and silver 
dollars, as they are now coined by this 
government, but none of these can be the 
standard of value or the measure of value, 
or in any way affect values, if it is kept 
good (this is as long as we don’t issue more 
than we can redeem in gold)—they are 
nothing but certificates against gold, which 
is their measure of value, and whatever 
95.8-10 grains of gold is worth is their value; 
hence, the issuing of certificcates does not 
increase or diminish the number of primary 
dollars, and therefore their value is not 
changed by their issue. Let me illustrate 
this. Say there is a crop of 10,000,000 bales 
of cotton, now we can have the stock fixed 
and, the demand being known, cotton will 
settle to a fixed value; then, if the supply 
and demand be kept the same, the price 
of cotton will not change. Now, say this 
cottan is stored in two warehouses, and Mr. 
A is the Warehouseman and the cotton 
stored with him belongs to the producer, 
the merchant or the speculators, and A as 
he took this cotton into his warehouse has 
given out his certificate for the same: will 
anybody claim that the issuing of the cer- 
tificate in any Way changes the value of 
the cotton. since it does not increase or 
diminish the quantity’ Surely not. The 
cotton in this case is the et; indard of value— 
the primary. I argue that silver dollars 
issued backed in gold can’t sitar the value 
of the gold. If you desire to find the value 
of the cotton certificate, first find the value 
of the cotton it calls for; so, if you would 
know the value of any eertificate dollar, 
find the value of 25.8-10 grains of gold. So 
you can see the issuing of 4,500,000 of silver 
doflars, good because they are backed in 
gold, in no way affects the quantity of 
primary dollars; hence don’t change their 
value, our honorabie secretary to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. We will pursue this 
comparison one further. If by any 
means one of the warehouses burn with its 
cotton, half the supply of cotton being de- 
stroyed the balance at once becomes more 
valuable: so with our gold. Now, there 
was as much silver as gold in 1873, at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. The mints were open to 
the free coinage of both. We had a supply 
of twice as much primary money as now, 
and the act of February, 1873, demonetizinge 
silver, kiNed one-half the primary money as 
effectually as the burning of half of the 
cotton—the silver half being killed, the gold 
must be twice as valuable, or buy twice as 
much now as it did in 1873. It may be 
argued that a silver dollar is not the same 
as a certificate. 1 answer that both the 
honorable secretaries before referred to 
agree that there is only about 42 cents 
worth of silver in a silver dollar, and that 
it is only worth a dollar because it Is 
backed with gold. What has to be backed

Now we come to the third head, ‘““Wwho 
are the beneficiaries of the change?’ If a 
man was being tried for a crime before @ 
eourt on circumstantial evidence, the prose- 
cution would be required to show the motive 
that prompted the act. Who in this govern- 

ment and abroad favor the gold standard 
and give the gold side of the issue vitality 
and force? We answer, the men who own 
money, debts or bonds—generally speaking, 
the money power, and they are the bene- 
ficiaries, they only. Now, when after the 
war, when money was cheap, the govern- 
ment in debt, this meney power “joane “d 
millions of cheap money that had both gold 
and sliver as its”> measure of value, and 
when they had possessed themselves of 
United States bonds, state bonds of every 
State in the union, county bonds, and 
municipal bonds, they decide that they could 
double their wealth if by some means they 
can control] the law-making power and kill 
half the primary money. It was done, and 
the minute the law was in force, or gold 
only paid for these debts, that money, every 
dollar of their money, bonds or other debts 
wus worth twice as much as the dollar 
they loaned. There, you have the motive; 
and they. are the power behind the gold 
platform, and “that is what's the matter 
with Hanna.” So we are now enjoying a 
period Of golden prosperity, with only one 
ingredient to make it complete, that of 
confidence. Oh, shame! that any man that 
loves his country and understands the 
question can become accessory to the 
crime. Some deny that a crime has been 
committed. Let's investigate that thought. 
We have a standard bushel, ae standard 
vard, a standard dollar. All these stan- 
dards are fixed by law; no individual or 
community can fix them, but the great and 
impartial government fixes all these stan- 
dards, and becomes the arbiter, seeing that 
all these standards are maintained un- 
changed, so that each measure or standard 
shall be honest. Then, no section can 
through these standards take an advantage 
over another section; no man or class of 
men can take an advantage over other men, 
for each of these measures is the same in 
every section of our country, and all periods 
of time. But an evil day came, and the 
artful schemer got in his work on the meas- 
ure of. value without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the people; and while they have 
anon heard the warnings of some honest 
watchman on the tower exclaiming “Crime! 
Crime!” yet the warning was passed by 
until the people have with each succeeding 
year been forced to the conclusion that the 
watchman was right—for the people’s tax 
is due, the tax to pay principle and interest 
on bonds: the tax is measured in dollars, 
because the bonds are measured in dollars, 
end he who produces wealth in cotton, 
corn, wheat or ather products have to go 
on the market and buy dollars with his 
products at the market price, and in cotton 
he finds it takes twenty pounds to buy a 
dollar; in wheat, 150 pounds to buy a dollar; 
in corn, four bushels to buy a dollar. Then 
he inquires why he is paying more for these 
dollars, and he finds that the great govern- 
ment which he pays his tax to sustain 
has taken an advantage of him and been 
changing the standard of value or measure 
of value, and the dollar is worth twice what 
it was when he had free coinage of gold and 
silver. - 

Il now came to the fourth head, 
to objections commonly urged.” 1] 
The New York World, of July 24th, 
quiry, which I divide into three heads, 
answer separately: 

1. “‘How under free coinage 
salaries and pay of laborers to be increased, 
in the ahsence of any law requiring such 
increase?’ To this we answer, the law that 
regulates the price of labor is never ab- 
sent; the price of labor is regulated by the 
supply of laborers as compared with the 
labor to be done: Since the gold standard 
reduces the circulation, reduced circulation 
reduces demand: reduced demand turns out 
more idle labor to compete with employed 
labor, and force it down, for with necessity 
pressing them, idle laborers will work for 
smaller wages to save their families from 
want.

Profit and demand open up new 
industry, which in turn opens up work for 
the unemployed, and with everybody busy 
the laborer can say to his employer in an 
independent way, “I can’t work for your 
price, for the reason’I can get more from 
vour competitor; or I can produce corn, 
wheat, cotton or other product; I can open 

a shop, and a dozen things that I can 

that will make me more.” 

. “And if no such advance is made, will 
not the wage earner be the worse off for 
any increase that may occur in the price 
of his supplies?’’ It seems to us that this 
has already been answered in our reply to 
the second question; but will add this: 
Blind, indeed, is the man who has stood by 
and watched for twenty years the fall in 
the volume of business and the decline in 
profits and yet flatters himself that this 
decline will not reach his wages. 

As to the 50-cent dollar, what is 
5o-cent dollar contains 371% grains of pure 
silver, in some countries more. Three hun- 
dred, seventy-one and one-quarter grains 
of silver will buy as much now as in 1873. 
If you doubt it, take that weight of bullion 
and a table of prices current today and 
compare their value, 

As to the Mexican dollar being a 50-cent 
dollar, we answer: The Mexican dollar was 
a legal tender in the United States a few 
vears ago, and its dollar value of purchas- 
ing power was the same in the United 
States then that it is in Mexico today. If 
25 8-10 grains of gold bought the same 
371144 grains of silver in 1872, and silver buys 
the same today it did in 1872, and the gold 
twice as much, answer me candidly, which 
bas changed? 

The measure of value being 
ance, we must try and find the wrong; 
therefore test the disordered scale with 
other scales that are in order or perfect 
balance. In this case, gold is the scale out 
of balance, and our gold friends insist on 
proving that it is correct by comparing it 
to itself. I claim a criminal can’t be sworn 
in his own interest. I claim gold must be 
tested by other means than comparing with 
itself. 

Another fear entertained by gold men is, 
that if both gold and silver are made pri- 
mary money, their value would not be ona 
parity or be of the same value, and we 
would, if silver was less valvable than 
gold, have a cheap dollar. I answer that 
whatever is the value of 371% grains of 
silver—it being the unit-—-would he the value 
of a dollar: and if the new demand for 
silver did not bring it up, and the decreased 
demand for gold did not bring it dewn 
until they were practically of one value, 
then it would be the duty of congress to 
reduce the number of grains in a gold dollar 
so that it would be of the same value as 
871% grains of silver. That is exactly what 
was done in 1834 by cpngress. 

I impress on the reader that under this 
theory a primary dollar can never be 
worth less than itself—worth less. than 
871% grains of silver; this being true, where 
is your 50-cent dollar? But, suppose there 
was a constant agitation of the silver value 
and an attempt to bring on a panic, it 
could only be done by the money power— 
if the common people were inclined to dis- 
turb values, ‘they are powerless. 

Another thought: About one-half the 
private contracts due this money power are 
made pavable in gold: the other half in 
coin (either gold or silver). The creditor 
knows his debtor will pay in the cheap 
dollar, so, being on notice that they are to 
receive silver for their debts, will they be 
forever trying to dépress what they are to 
receive for their debts? Or will they foster 
its value and bolster up its price? 

Another thought: We are told that it is 
Gishonest to thus change the value of a 
dollar. In- answer, if it be dishonest to re- 
duce its value now, with the consent of a 
majcrity of citizens of this country, what 
was it in 1873, when its value was increased 
without their Knowledge or consent in favor 
of the rich? 

We are told it will bring on a revolution. 
I answer, the common people have passed 
through a revolution in declining prices. Is 
the money power less able to stand a revo- 
lution than the people? 

We are told this movement is in favor of 
the silver mine owner. I answer, if the 
silver mine owner bought with 371% grains 
of silver, in 1873, ten pounds of cotton, he 
can buy today ten pounds of cotton with 
97144 grains of silver, and every other prop- 
erty likewise. If you change the law back 
as it was in 1873, and it still buys ten pounds 
of cotton, we see that the relative value or 
purchasing power of silver is not changed. 
How, there fore, can it affect the interest 
of the silver mine owner, one way or the 
other, except as it brings general pros- 
perity. 

I had not intended to be so long.-TI give 
these thoughts for what they are worth.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, August 3.—Cotton advanced 
to 9 points, but reacted and declined, clos 
ing steady at a net decline of 4 to 6 
points, with sales of 240,700 bales. 

Today’s Features—Such a burst of activ- 
ity as attended the opening in cotton this 
mecrnming has not been witnessed in some 
months past. Everybody wanted to buy, 
and prices advenced rapidly. The feeling 
was decidedly bullish. Scores of damage re- 
ports had been received over Sunday, and 
New Orleans sent buying orders. At the 
advance many operators took profits, and 
German houses also sold heavily. The im- 
provement was lost, and a sharp ‘lecline 
followed. The weather bureau reported good 
rains in sections of the south during the 
past forty-eight hours, and though they 
were by no means general, yet they 
caused many to sell. The heaviest rainfall 
was in Georgia and South Carolina, while 
the sections where most of the moisture 
was badly needed the precipitation was very 
light; in fact, Texas was as dry and hot as 
ever. But damage reports continued to be 
received, and though many believed they 
were grossly exaggerated, they induced re- 
newed buying for New Orleans and local 
account, and prices rallied and recovered 
most of the loss. Spot cotton here was more 
active, and the southern svot markets 
were steady and higher in some cases. 
Many operators believe that the crop is in 
a critical condition, and that good general 
rains must be had soon to maintain 
recent excellent crop prospects. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August 3.—Jobbers are look- 
ing forward to an improvement in business 
in the dry goods market this week, as the 
demand for tall merchandise, which has 
heen so slow hitherto, ought to show some 
development. In the primary market it 
cannot be said that there are expectations 
of any material change from recently pre- 
Vailing conditions. Goods must move out 
of second hands before the supplementary 
demand at first hands develops to any ex- 
tent. Up to the present time the re-orders 
on fall goods have been light and charac- 
terless, whilst strictly staple merchandise 
has been in hand-to-mouth fashion Oily. 
The absence of any pronounced pressure 
to realize is still a feature of business at 
first hands in all descriptions of goods. 
The very heavy curtailment of production 
in cotton, woolen and silk fabrics and in 
knit goods prevents an addition to stocks 
such as might cuuse weakness on the part

ONLY A FEW REMAIN. 


There Are Now but 1,500 Seminole 
Indians. 
From the Jacksonville Citizen. 

The Seminoles now number only about 
1,500, perhaps somewhat less, though during 
the last few vears a large’ increase 
among them has been’ noted by others 
and reported by themselves, As time has 
advanced, and civilization made rapid 
strides along the coast,’ the Seminole has 
scented danger to all he loved most; and 
as the habitations of the white man come 
nearer he has retreated before the adyvanc- 
ing foe, going farther in toward the inte- 
rior of the state, until now the inhabits the 
central portion of the Kverglades, visiting 
white settlements at rare intervals, and 
keeping his whereabouts and numbers dfll- 
Bently concealed from his paler brothers. 

Only during the past tive years has any 
attempt been made either by chufch, state 
or general government, to better their 
condition or to look after them in any 
manner, though individual philanthropists 
have time and again manifested an inter- 
est in the Indians’ welfare, Within this 
time some effort has been made to get 
their education and social training well 
under way. 

No government reservation has ever been 
set aside for the Seminoles in Florida, but 
the governor of the state, in 1892, appointed 
three commissioners to select 3,000 acres of 
state lands itor their homes, The general 
rovernment has sent an agent among them, 
Dr. J. lk. Brecht’ of Fort Myers, and the 
Woman's National Indian Association has 
re-elected Mrs. Brecht, tne doctor's wife, 
us its representative among the Indians. 
The woman's association began its work 
through Mrs. Breoht before the govern- 
ment appointed her husband, the govern- 
ment making its appointment through the 
efforts of the association, The association 
bought some land for a station, and the 
government in time bought of the associa- 
tion, the two wcecrking along harmonious§/. 
In the meadtime the Eyuscopal church, 
through the bishop of the Southern wio- 
W. C. Gray, began work among the 
Indians. He appointed a resident mission- 
ary, so that now the churoh, the govern- 
ment and the humane society are all united 
in an effort to educate the Seminoles. 

kifforts are being made to teach the Indi- 
ans useful, homely arts, and in this the 
avents ure succeeding. The women ‘use 
sewing machines, and they are beginning 
to learn the use of conventional cooking 
ulensils and tableware, as well as lhouse- 
hold furniture, while the men learn the 
use Of farm tools, carpenters’ tools, ete. 
But they oppose all efforts to teach them 
Ienglish or to instruct them In the rudi- 
ments of learning or of the Christian 
religion. 

It is only recently that 
have been able to secure 
Seminole. When the first 
proached and told what was wanted he 
Said: ‘“‘Me shoot white man he take pic- 
ture.’’ But gradually the prejudice is dying 
away, and some of them are really anx- 
ious to be. photographed, especially the 
younger bucks, who, perhaps, tike to show 
off their courage in facing so devilish an 
apparatus, 

Many queer experiences are related that 
have made us better acquainted with the 
Indian and his attitude. He has a great 
dislike to being considered a meddler or 
as interfering in any way, and when the 
Western Union stretched its wire across 
the great halpatti (swamp) to connect with 
the Nassau cable, the line ran through a 
Village. The chief immediately moved, be- 
cause, as he said, ‘“‘Pickaninny shoot down 
bottle’’ from the poles, and he dreaded the 
consequence even of childish meddling with 
the “white gman’s talking devilment."’ 

They consider that they hold the Ever- 
glades by right and by treaty, and the vari-
